'Game changer 
plan' takes 
commitment 

President Barak Obama revealed his plan to 
mandate two free years of community colleges to the 
United States population on Jan. 8. 

To most, this astonishing news is considered a 
"game changer," and it will be the financial answer to 
the average middle class student who is forced to 
apply for a student loan just to further his/her educa- 
tion. 

However, others consider this idea to be "finan- 
cially unstable" when related to the U.S. deficit. 

We've all heard, "Nothing in life is free. All things 
in life come with a price." 

As President Obama presents this proposal, 
many questions have been brought to the attention of 
the Senate. The most popular is "how will the U.S. 
fund this $60 billion grant." 

If the grant is approved for funding, it will assist 
millions of hardworking low- and middle-class stu- 
dents with the education for which they have always 
hoped.

If the Senate passes this grant proposal, it would 
encourage more of the United States population to 
attend college. With more of the population attending 
college, the U.S. can produce more college gradu- 
ates, which will create more hardworking Americans 
who are eager to work. 

With more of the population working, the United 
States would be providing government assistance for 
fewer individuals, which would equal a smaller U.S. 
deficit. It's simple math. 

I believe that if America will make this sacrifice 
now, it will reap promising benefits in the long run. 

To take advantage of this opportunity, students 
must hold and maintain a 2.5 GPAor higher, and they 
must participate in workshops that relate to the work- 
force.

President Obama proposes plan 

Free community colleges?

On Jan. 20, President Barrack 
Obama proposed an idea that has 
the potential to change the educa- 
tional endeavors of America's fu- 
ture generation. 

He said in a video message that 
he wanted to "make sure that com- 
munity college is accessible for 
everybody. Put simply, what I'd 
like to do is to see the first two 
years of community college free for 
everybody who's willing to work 
for it." 

This plan is modeled after the 
Tennessee Promise, which has al- 
ready signed up more than 90 per- 
cent of the state's roughly 60,000 
high school graduates of 2013 for a 
new community college scholar- 
ship. 

How many students would this 
affect in the entire United States? 
The White House predicts it would 
affect up to nine million students if 
all states participated, saving those 
enrolled full-time an average of 
$3,800 in tuition costs per year. 

The prerequisites for qualifying 
under this proposal have similar 
eligibility guidelines as the Ten- 
nessee plan: students must be en- 
rolled at least half-time, maintain a 
2.5 GPA and make steady progress 
toward completing their programs. 

However, students will not be 
the only ones with stipulations. Ac- 



cording to preliminary informa- 
tion, participating community col- 
leges will be required to meet 
specific guidelines for transferring 
credits and offer occupational 
training in high-demand fields. 
The initiative is specifically focused 
on achieving three major goals: en- 
hancing student responsibility and 
cutting the cost of college for all 
Americans, building high-quality 
community colleges and ensuring 
shared responsibility with states.

cover three-fourths of the average 
cost of community college, leaving 
states that choose to participate 
with the remaining funds neces- 
sary to eliminate community col- 
lege tuition for eligible students. 
The White House also made clear 



that states must stay committed to 
continuing existing investments in 
higher education and still work to- 
ward the progress of reducing the 
need for remediation and repeated 
courses. 

"The free community college 
concept that has been proposed by 
President Obama is very different 
than what ICC has presently in 
place," said Itawamba Community 
College President Mike Eaton. 
"The President's plan pays all of 
the tuition up front regardless of 
other financial aid the student may 
be receiving, and it is not limited 
by the income of the family. It 
would be good for all community 
colleges and would increase enroll- 
ment. However, it would be a very 
expensive program, and it would 
meet resistance from four-year in- 
stitutions." 

President Obama also unveiled 
the plan for the American Techni- 
cal Training Fund, which is esti- 
mated to finance up to 100 
technical centers at community 
colleges and other institutions to 
provide training to low- wage work- 
ers to give them the skills they 
need to progress into middle-class 
wage jobs. 

A set solution to obtaining the 
funds both by the federal govern- 
ment and potential participating 
states has not yet been established.

Disaster drill tests plan

Friday, December 19. The day 
that offices at Itawamba Commu- 
nity College would close for a 
two-week break. It was cloudy 
and cold, typical week-before- 
Christmas weather, a normal 
work day at the Tupelo Campus 
until 10 a.m. 

An alarm shattered the peace- 
ful silence. The call went out. Fire 
at the Health Science Education 
Center. 



Three fire trucks rolled. Police 
and other emergency responders 
were quick on the scene. Before 
the event was over, the Tupelo 
Police Department bomb squad 
was dispatched. 

The event was a mock disaster 
training drill in which the sce- 
nario escalated from the original 
fire to the removal of an unex- 
ploded device. Along the way 
there was a building evacuation, 
one injury and the ultimate "all 



clear" at approximately 10:50 
a.m. 

The purpose of the drill, the 
third that ICC has conducted 
since 2009, was to test the effec- 
tiveness of ICC's emergency pre- 
paredness procedures, which are 
covered in an 800-page compre- 
hensive Continuity of Operations 
Plan. The document is continually 
reviewed and revised as neces- 
sary.

"This is a drill, and the purpose of a practice or drill 
is to improve," said vice president of Student Services 
Dr. Buddy Collins, who was instrumental in the devel- 
opment of the emergency plan. "At the end of the drill, 
we want to get better, to take our weaknesses and con- 
vert them to strengths. No plan is perfect. We just prac- 
tice until we feel it's right." 

The drill was planned and executed by Campus Po- 
lice Chief Ricky Brasel, who is also ICC's Continuity of 
Operations Plan coordinator, and involved in addition 
to ICC's personnel, the Tupelo Police Department and 
the Tupelo Fire Department. 

Dr. Brad Boggs, director of Student Affairs at ICC, 



called the drill an opportunity to simulate an actual 
emergency and to see how we all respond. It enables 
the College to train faculty and staff as well as admin- 
istrators, Campus Police and local agencies." 

ICC utilized its ICC ALERT, a mass notification sys- 
tem, to disseminate information about the mock drill, 
just as it would in the event of an actual emergency. 
"ICC ALERT is critical;" Boggs said, "you just press one 
button to send out a mass email. Today's drill went 
well. We always are able to find out the little things that 
we need to work on, to polish ourselves." 

Collins said that it's ICC's responsibility to be ready 
for incidents that may arise. "Emergency procedures

manuals are distributed to students, faculty and staff at 
the beginning of each year. We put life and safety first. 
Every time we have had a (mock disaster training) drill, 
we have made improvements in equipment and com- 
munications. It's so important how law enforcement 
and the campus community come together. We are ex- 
tremely grateful to EMS and both the Tupelo Police and 
Fire departments." 

"We hope and pray that we will never have to use 
this training, but ICC Campus Police officers are 
trained to handle any disaster on campus, and we train 
continuously to prepare ourselves for these situations," 
Brasel said.

Morales prepares for life goals: 
Check, check and check!

Stella Morales of Ecru 
is barely out of her teens, 
but she has a life goal and 
is passionate about it. 

Morales, a native of 
Vardaman, dropped out of 
high school when she 
married, but after working 
in a factory, she decided 
that wasn't the life she 
wanted. "I never got a 
raise," she said. "I worked 
long hours, from 7 a.m. to 
7 p.m. It was then I de- 
cided that I wanted to 
earn my GED diploma and 
go back to college. I know 
that I can do better." 

And that she has. 

She said that her hus- 
band is very supportive 
and encouraged her to re- 
turn to high school shortly 
after dropping out. "I went 
back (to high school)," 



Morales said, "but it didn't 
feel right." 

Fast forward. 

Morales enrolled in the 
C2C program at ICC in 
August, and by the end of 
September, she took the 
language arts, science and 
social studies sections of 
the GED test in successive 
days and passed all three, 
said her instructor 
Amanda Dickinson. 

However, after inten- 
sive preparation for the 
math session, Morales 
successfully completed it 
in mid-November. "Stella 
devoted 4-5 hours each 
day to math," Dickinson 
said. "She took practice 
tests in specific areas. To 
pass the new GED test, 
which is more closely 
aligned to the common 
core, is a significant ac- 



complishment, another 
testament to how hard she 
worked." 

She now has achieved 
the first step, GED 
diploma.
